WASHINGTON, April 23.— Repeal of the guaranty sec­ 
tion of the transportation act, reduction in railroad rates, 
equal protection for agriculture under the tariff, and ade­ 
quate credit facilities for agirculture was announced today 
as the legislative program of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation will recommend to congress as an aid to farm­ 
ers.
